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ew Jersey's public-use general aviation airports connect New Jersey's 
residents and businesses to state, regional, and worldwide markets. 
The general aviation airports provide convenient, safe, and efficient 
transportation. In addition, New Jersey's system of general aviation 
airports is a mainstay in the State's economy, supporting thousand of 
jobs and billions of dollars in annual payroll and economic activity. 


New Jersey has one of the most complex and active aviation 
environments in the U.S. The State's existing general aviation 
airport system is constrained by one of the nation's most complex 
airspace environments, as well as by escalating competition for 
undeveloped land. The system provides an unparalleled 
transportation and economic resource. As a result, there is an 
urgency to preserve, support, and enhance the existing __ 
airport system. 


To quantify the economic contribution of New Jersey's general 
aviation airport system, the New Jersey Division of Aeronautics 
undertook a statewide economic impact study. Data for this analysis 
were obtained from on-site visits; telephone interviews; and surveys 
of on-airport tenants, visitors arriving via general aviation airports, 
aircraft owners, and businesses throughout the State. This analysis 
verified that many people, beyond the immediate environs of each 
airport, derive a significant economic benefit from the daily 
operation of the general aviation airport system. 


Tenants at the airports, along with the visitors who arrive in New 
Jersey via the general aviation airports, are responsible for a 
substantial portion of the economic benefit attributable to the 
airport system. Aviation-related tenants employ 3,931 persons. 
These jobs have an annual payroll of $139.2 million. Airports are 
also major purchasers of goods and services 1n the statewide 
economy. Annual spending or output associated with the general 
aviation airport system is $521.6 million. 


Visitors who arrive in New Jersey using the general aviation airports 
are also responsible for significant spending or output in the 
statewide economy. On an annual basis, general aviation visitors 
spend an estimated $198.1 million. This spending helps to support 
approximately 5,283 retail, service, and transportation-related jobs in 
New Jersey. These jobs have an estimated annual payroll of 

$125.2 million. 
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s these "direct" tenant and visitor-related 
impacts flow into the statewide economy, they 
continue to recirculate or multiply, creating 
successive waves of employment, payroll, and 
output. These secondary benefits created by 
the multiplier effect, when added to the direct 
benefits, equate to total economic impacts. 
When direct and secondary tenant and visitor- 
related employment estimates are summed, the 
resulting total employment related to the 
general aviation airport system is 15,961 
positions. Annual payroll attributable to these 
jobs is estimated at $450.9 million, and annual 
spending or output related to the general 
aviation airports system is estimated at 

$1.3 billion. 


There are an additional 1,267 non-aviation jobs 
that are associated with companies located at 

New Jersey's general aviation airports. These 
jobs account for an additional $31.7 million in 
annual payroll and another $90.4 million in 
annual output or spending. 


In addition to the economic activity that occurs 
on-site throughout the airport system, many 
off-airport businesses in New Jersey depend 
on the general aviation system to add to their 
productivity, flexibility, and efficiency. Because 
of the increased productivity they gain through 
the use of general aviation, these businesses 
receive what is termed a "value-added" benefit 
from the operation of the New Jersey general 
aviation airport system. Statewide, it is 
estimated that there are 54,700 additional jobs 
that exist because of efficiencies gained 
through the use of the general aviation 
airports. Annual payroll associated with these 
value-added jobs is estimated at $1.95 billion. 
Annual output or spending associated with 
these value-added jobs is estimated at 

$3.28 billion. 


In total, there are an estimated 72,000 jobs in 
New Jersey that are in some way linked to the 
daily operation of the general aviation airport 
system. The annual payroll associated with 
these jobs is estimated at $2.4 billion. Finally, 
the annual value of goods and services 
purchased by airport tenants, visitors, and 
general aviation-dependent businesses exceeds 


$4.6 billion.

The Qualitative Benefits 
of New Jersey's General 
Aviation Airports 


nd the good news related to New Jersey's general aviation airport system 
goes on. The study conducted by the New Jersey Division of 
Aeronautics clearly substantiates that the airport system accommodates 
many health, welfare, and safety-related benefits that improve the quality 
of life for all New Jersey residents. These additional qualitative benefits 
associated with the State's system of general aviation airports are many 
and varied. Among these benefits are activities such as medical flights, 
police patrol, fire fighting, traffic reporting, education, and high profile 
visitor arrivals. The system as a whole also provides innumerable 
recreational benefits. The park-like setting of many system airports is 
important to preserving green space and open areas in New Jersey, which 
helps to protect the State's environment. Agricultural sprayers who 
operate from the general aviation airports also provide a significant 
benefit by increasing agricultural productivity in New Jersey. 


In summary, New Jersey's general aviation airports clearly make a 
significant contribution in the State. The airports act as economic 
catalysts throughout the State, supporting direct as well as secondary 
employment, payroll, and output. Further, businesses throughout the 
State rely on the availability of the general aviation airports, and residents 
throughout New Jersey reap the wide variety of health, welfare, and 
safety-related benefits that are associated with the airport system. Based 
on the results of the economic impact study, it is clear that protection of, 
and support for, the New Jersey general aviation airport system should 
be given top priority.
